Authorities on horticulture give various heights at 
which a shrab beotmes a tree, somo saying that every 
specimen exceeding six feet in height is worthy of the 
latter title, while others put the altitude at twent, 
feet. The main difforence, heweyer, ween a shru 
nul a tree must be taken to be that between a woody 
plant, the stem of which grows up for some consider- 
able distance without dividing into branches, and a 
plant of the same nature which branches off in many 
directions immediately it quits the ground. But this 
ditferentiation of the two cannot be accepted as quite 
tinal, for manny low shrubs grow a considerable portion 
of their height withoud turewing otf branches, and 
inany tall trees oonsist of quite a number of stems 
branching from the common base, The distinction is 
really one that must be left to the taste of the indi- 
vidual.

ALL ABOUT EIDER-DOWN. 


THE wonderfully soft and warm substance which we 
call eider-down, is produced by the beast is in- 
habitant of the Arotic Ocean, It is proper to ogll these 
birds inhabitants of the ocean, for they pass the 
greater portion of their lives out at enol coming 
t «rd « litde while in the spring for the purpose of 
lay ing and uatching their eggs. 

‘They are very awkward ou land, but are wonderful 
swimmers and divers, descending twelve fathoms below 
the surface of the water, and remaining submorged as 
long as hg piisctee at Mog hace a oe 

rincipally of molluscs, w they pick up from the. 
fed of the sea. Their favourite laying a are cer- 
tain siuall low islands off the coast of Norway, which 
are calied eider-holms, 

The birds visit these islands in paira, which present 
a s'riking contrast in appearanoe, the drakes being 
brilliantly colou in » white, and green, while 
the fewales are of a dull reddish-brown, matching the 
colour of the scanty vegetation 80 pe that even 
a practised hunter can hardly discover them when 
crouched down among the
